Numerous of the experienced 
convention attendants rolled into 
Cleveland Sunday afternoon. You 
know the early bird gets the worm 
and there are sometimes a lot of 
worth while worms brought to con- 
ventions..

There were a fine lot of fellows 
from Buffalo there also and they 
do tell me that these Buffalo boys 
are the real thing when it comes 
to being stamp collectors. 

Yes, Roscoe Martin the Big 
Banker and Dining Car Man from 
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Forestville, Dunkirk and Fredonia 
was there too.

Dutch Guiana Route 

The new F. A. M. route from 
Miami, Florida, to Paramaribo, 
Dutch Guiana, is scheduled to be 
opened September 21st. We are 
glad to see this announcement so 
long a time before the flight so 
that every collector can have an 
opportunity to get covers into the 
flight. 

Newspaper announcements state 
that Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
will fly the first flight on this route 
and this will give an added incen- 
tive to air mail fans to load the 
plane for this great Lindy Flight. 
Postal rates are not yet announced. 
We hope to announce these soon. 
Canal Zone-Chile Flight 

Covers are back from the first 
flight to Santiago, Chile, and it 
may be of interest, for purposes 
of comparison, to have a descrip- 
tion of the six covers which the 
Editor sent on this flight. 

All six covers were prepared 
and sent under cover to the post- 
master at Miami, Florida, 85 cents 
postage was placed on each cover, 
this included 70c postage and 15c 
registration fee. The covers were 
addressed to “Mrs. George W. 
Linn, General Delivery, Santiago, 
Chile.” In the upper left corner 
was my return address with re- 
quest to return in three days. The 
covers were duly posted by regis- 
tered mail at Miami, Florida, on 
July 8. The stamps are cancelled 
with a double lined oval of the 
usual style for registered articles. 
The backstamp of the registry di- 
vision gives the Miami date. The 
covers show the Cristobal regis- 
try stamp on July 11, at which 
place they were picked up by the 
postmaster and the cachet was ap- 
plied. The next mark is the regis- 
try received stamp of Santiago, 
Chile, which is applied on the 22nd 
of July, indicating that the down 
flight occupied a period of 11 days. 
Then we find a New York registry 
stamp dated August 16 and a Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, stamp of the 17th, 
August. 

It is evident from the dates that 
the covers were returned by Air 
Mail direct to New York City. 
The cachet bears a date “July 

as a part of the design. It 
would thus seem that the Cristobal 
backstamp of July 11, was the 
date of receipt at Cristobal and 
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if the covers were dispatched on 
the 16th, the date as shown on 
the cachet, the time to Santiago 
would thus be but 6 days instead 
of 11, as indicated by the post- 
marks. 

In returning the covers to Co- 
lumbus, the postmaster at Santi- 
ago has drawn a blue _ pencil 
through the “Santiago, Chile, 
S. A.” address and written “Co- 
lumbus, Ohio” and _ underscored 
with a blue pencil. 

Sending covers registered on 
these flights is a more certain way 
of getting them returned and the 
backstamps that you gather in this 
manner are certainly worth the 
extra cost.

Dawson City and Mayo Landing 
to Aklavik and Herschel Island 


At the beginning of last April, 
the Yukon Airways and Explora- 
tion Co., made two attempts to 
carry mail from Dawson City and 
Mayo Landing in the Yukon Terri- 
tory, to Fort McPherson and Akla- 
vik, N. W. T. Later, it was their 
intention also to fly to Herschel 
Island. The first attempt was 
made on April 2nd, but the plane 
was forced to turn back on account 
of fog. Three days later it start- 
ed off once more, with the same 
result. It was then decided to 
await more favorable weather, but 
the company being otherwise en- 
gaged, and spring coming much la- 
ter than usual, the matter was 
dropped for a time. 

The company has now decided 
to purchase a Ryan Brougham six 
place cabin monoplane in St. Louis, 
which is to be equipped with pon- 
toons at Vancouver, B. C. The 
plane is expected to be ready early 
in September and the flights are 
to be made as soon as possible af- 
ter that. 

Postage on this mail will consist 
of the regular Canadian stamps at 
the rate of 2c per ounce, to which 
must be added the company’s air- 
mail fee of 25c per ounce. A rec- 
tangular stamp, printed in blue, 
showing a plane flying over moun- 
tains, is available for prepaying 
this fee, and may be obtained from 
the company or from the Post Of- 
fice at Vancouver, B. C. 

Addressed covers sent to the 
Yukon Airways & Exploration Co., 
Ltd., at Whitehorse, Yukon, Terr., 
with money order to cover postage, 
will undoubtedly be looked after 
by the company. 


Dunkirk-Fredonia Dedication 
Covers from the Dedication of 
the air field at Dunkirk and Fre- 
donia, New York, are at hand and 
there are some points that will be 
of interest to collectors. There 
seems to have been two different 
cachets used. Covers bearing a 
cachet of a bunch of grapes for 


which this section of New York 
State is famous are the ones most 
common. This cachet seems to 
have been applied at either Dun- 
kirk or Fredonia while the backs 
of the covers bear a printed adver- 
tisement of the Fair to be held at 
Dunkirk and which opens on Labor 
Day. In addition to this cachet 
which is printed on the covers 
there is a Rotary Club label ap- 
plied to the backs of the covers, 
All covers of this sort which we 
have seen are postmarked at Buf- 
falo, N. Y. on August 17, the day 
of the Dedication. Covers of this 
sort would be of more interest to 
collectors if they were postmarked 
in the town in which the event is 
staged regardless of the fact 
whether the mail is carried from 
that point by air or otherwise. 

Another cachet, triangular in 
shape was also applied to some 
covers from both Dunkirk and 
Fredonia and these covers which 
we have seen were postmarked at 
the cities of Dunkirk or Fredonia. 
In some instances the Grapes ¢a- 
chet was also applied to these coy- 
ers. Our thanks are due Mr. 
Roscoe B. Martin for a pair of 
these covers which are far more 
interesting than the Buffalo can- 
celled ones.

In the left corner of each stamp 
is the coat of arms of Italy, while 
in the right corner is the coat of 
arms or insignia of the Monks of 
Monte Cassino. 

From the New International En- 
cyclopedia, we learn that Monte 
Cassino is a monastery situated on 
a hill overlooking Cassino in the 
Province of Caserta, Italy, 45 miles 
northwest of Naples. It was 
founded by St. Benedict about 529 
A. D. on the site of a temple of 
Apollo, and was the original home 
of the Benedictine Order. It was 
destroyed and rebuilt several times 
and the present buildings were 
erected from 1637 to 1727; they are 
remarkable for their noble archi- 
tecture and beautiful situation. 
The library and archives contain- 
ing 50,000 printed books and 30,000 
incunabula, are historically famous. 
In 1866, the monastery was en- 
rolled as a national monument.
